MR. DILLON'S WARNING. 


Mr. J. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said there 
was something particularly nauseating when 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
deplored the use of nasty language about 
President de Valera, and stated that it was 
natural that there should be riots as a result, 
He proceeded to read quotations from speeches 
of Ministers. The Minister for Finance had 
stated at Mallow: “We will have his name 
spat upon.” ‘That was a reference to Mr. 
Cosgrave. The same Minister had referred 
to Mr. Cosgrave as a leper. At Mallow the 
Minister for Finance had said in a speech: 
“ Knaves and traitors aside! Way for Ireland! 
Faugh-a-ballagh!’’ (Laughter.) At Mallow 
the same Minister had referred to Deputy 
MacDermot as walking arm-in-arm with “his 
puppy-dogs, Belton and - O'Shaughnessy, 
breast-high for England, trying to get into 
the good grace of England. 

“This was conciliation, peace, unity, kindli- 
ness,’ cried; Mr. Dillon, who said that durin 
the last two years the most dastardly and 
loathsome charge that could be made on any 
Irish platform—that of ‘traitor to Ireland ’’— 
had been bandied about by every member 
of the Fianna Fail Party in regard to the 
Opposition. If that ‘“‘traitors’’ charge was 
made again, the Opposition could legitimately 
examine the source from which the charge 
came. 

““I say deliberately,” continued Mr. Dillon, 
“that if that charge is made by ‘any 
gentleman on the Government bench, I will 
examine the source from which it comes— 
let every one of them take notice of it—from 
the President down to the meanest back- 
bencher.”’ : 

‘Thank you,” shouted several Fianna Fail 
back bench deputies, 


THE CHARGE OF SEDITION. 
“And some of them are pretty mean,” 
added Mr .Dillon. Continuing, he said that 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce had 
quoted at some length words which he 
thought could substantiate a charge of sedi- 
tion against’ the Opposition. It had been 
pointed out that the Attorney-General had 
examined the passages and found them not 
sedition, but the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce swept that aside with “I think 
it is sedition, and my influence will carry 
considerable weight in the counsels of the 
Government which will administer this bill.” 
“The opinion of the Attorney-General 1s 
to count for nothing,” said Mr. Dillon, who 
asked the Labour benches to notice, ' Any- 
thing that the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce says is sedition will be sedition.”’ 
“ A Minister of State,” said Mr. Dillon, 
‘“made the statement that he knew to be 
untrue, that this organisation was concerned 
to overthrow the State by force of arms. 
He is a Minister of a Government that has 


increased the Secret Service vote to £25,000, 
and has more spies in its pay to-day than 
any Government in this country ever had.

Lab., Cork) said he 
had the utmost contempt for the new I.R.A.,, 
for the assassin and the bully, The new 
1R.A., people giving the Government 
support, were cowardly bullies, going out with 
revolvers in their pockets when the other 
fellow had none. The country was almost 
approaching mob dictatorship at the moment. 


BREAKING THE LAW. 
Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (U.1LP., 


Carlow-Kilkenny) expressed the opinion that 
the present Government was consistently 
guilty of sedition. The Government was 
apparently unaware there were limits to its 
authority. Under the 17th Amendment Act 
the civil power was subservient to one 
individual or to sane. persons. The 
Government were breaking the law in 
declaring a lawful association unlawful. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
had said there could not be any limit 
to the authority of the Government. The 
Minister and his colleagues thought that the 
Government was absolute. His party were 
to be declared to be seditious because they 
ointed out that the Government was seditious. 

he claim against the Blue Shirts was that 
when the Government allowed its political 
supporters to break the law and interfere 
with the security of life of the people of 
the country, the Blue Shirts came together 
to fulfil the function that the Government 
seditiously refused to fulfil. 

They had a cuntemptible Labour Party, he 
said, who were willing to vote for a bill 
which their consciences must tell them was 
against the rights of the people. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S 
STATEMENT. 
The ATTORNEY-GENERAL referred to 


Dr. O’Higgins’s remarks about his responsi- 
bility for passing a passage in the United 
lrishman. He did, he said, at some times 
have a look at the organ of the United Ire- 
land Party with a view to seeing whether an 
application should be brought before the 
Military Tribunal to have it declared 
seditious. The fact that he allowed the paper 
through should be taken as indicating that 
he did not strain the law against the 
Opposition party rather than that anything 
he let through was not seditious. The faci 
that he let the passage through was a testi- 
mony to his fairness. Statements had ap- 
peared in various papers on which, if he had 
wished, he could easily have made out a 
very strong case for a charge of sedition. 
He hesitated to deal with a paper when 
deputies abused the privileges of the House 
to make similar statements. 


LABOUR'S ATTITUDE. 


Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) accused 
Deputy Fitzgerald of having twisted and per- 
verted the Pope’s Encyclical written some 
years ago to make it appear that it had been 
written to justify the wearing of Blue Shirts 
in 1934. He asserted that the Labour Party 
stood for constitutional development, and 
always would. The Labour Party did not 
want to see a development of militarised 

olitics that would result in the country being 
ike an armed camp, one short step from civil 
war. The party was willing to make any 
effort to restore such peaceful political con- 
ditions as would make civil war impossible. 

“We stand for this bill,’’ he added, ‘* be- 
cause it stands for constitutional development, 
and government hy the ballot box.”’ 

He would vote for any legislation introduced 
in that House that would insure peaceful, 
orderly meetings for all political parties. No 
party had a right to set itself up as the 
judge or censor of who should be allowed to 
hold or address meetings. He suggested that 
all parties should try to come together and 
make “an effort to evolve the best means of 
securing and preserving order at public meet- 


ings. 

He was proceeding to talk about the Black 
Shirts in Italy, when Mr. ANTHONY (ind. 
Lab., Cork) asked several times what about 
the I.R.A., and Mr. Norton replied :— he 
Labour Party has no use for the use of arms 
in this country. lf arms are to be used in 
this country, let us see that it is the people’s 
army which use them. 

Mr. ANTHONY—lt took long enough to 
drag it out of you. 


EXPERIENCE OF CIVIL WAR. 

Mr. D. O'LEARY (U.1., North Cork) said 
that one would imagine that disturbances at 
political meetings only started with the Blue 
Shirt movement, but he cited instances of 
disturbances in Cork long before that. ‘They 
were also told they were out for civil war. 
He had some experience of the civil war, and 
had had his house attacked and bombed while 
his wife and family were in it. He and none 
of the members of his party wanted that 
kind of thing again. 

Mr. JORDAN (F.F., Galway) said the one 
result that he saw from the bill was that 
it would be a source of economy. The police 
and military could stay in their barracks if 
there were no Blue Shirts. 


SHADOW-BOXING. 


Dr. O’HIGGINS described Mr. Jordan’s 

bas as an exhibition of shadow-boxing. 
he only deíence of the bill put up from 
the. Government front bench was that, at 
some time the Blue Shirta might resort te 
arms. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE. Minister for Justice, 
said that what the deputy had stated was 
guite correct, as that was one of the grounds 
when the bill was introduced. He was incor- 
rect when he said it was the only ground. 
He (the Minister) had pointed out the dis- 
order arising from the appearance of Blue 
Shirts, 

Dr. O’HIGGINS said that the Minister's 
statement was a confession that the first 
ground they stood on was slipping from 
under them. What was the objection to the 
Blue Shirts? If they feared a militaristic 
tendency in that organisation or a 
coupt d'état why did they not accept that 
amendment, and apply the bill to any or- 
ganisation which aimed at the overthrow of 
the Government by force of arms? Because 
they might embarrass their own allies, the 
only men who carried arms. 

He said that in a house that was burned in 
Dublin there were found a thousand A.C.A. 
badges which had not been manufactured by 
the people who made the badges for the 
A.C.A. The only explanation was that some 
other organisation was planning the carrying 
out of some “ stunt’’ with their badges in 
their coats. There were “ stunts” carried 
out by men wearing badges of the A.C.A. 
who never were members of the A.C.A. 

Mr. W. DAVIN. (Labour, Leix-Offaly) — 
Would you recommend the members of your 
organisation to discard their blue shirts if 
this amendment is accepted ? 

Dr. O'HIGGINS said that he did not like 
that kind of suspicious question. He would 
welcome any legislation to make members of 
all organisations put up their colours and 
declare openly what organisation they be- 
longed to. Why should he say ‘ Yes” to 
the question? Let the Government do its 
duty, and take action against any organisa- 
tion aiming at the overthrow of the State. 
He should not be asked to bargain with the 
Government, and give up something which 
was theirs by right in return for the Govern- 
ment doing its duty. | 

Mr. DAVIN—Then you must have the 
Blue Shirts? 

Dr. O'HIGGINS—And we are going to 
have them.

MR. MCGILLIGAN AND 


LABOUR PARTY. 


The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE moved 
that the bill be received for final considera- 


tion. 

Mr, McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer- 
sity) said that he would like to call attention 
to certain sections left in the bill. Under 
Section 4 the Executive Council had the 
power to declare by an Order that any 
association was a “political party within the 
meaning of the Act.’’ That day they had 
had the exposure of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, indicating that as far as he 
was concerned, certain things were seditious, 
which the Attorney-General did not consider 
seditious. The political mind was hereafter 
going to rule the Executive Council, but’ 
apparently trade unions were to rest secure 
with the promises that Deputies Norton and 
Davin had got from the Government as to 
what they intended to operate in their 
political mind. For the purpose of the bill 
various crimes were manufactured. Under 
Section 5 anyChiefSuperintendent of the Guards 
might makea proclamation, prohibit the wear- 
ing of certain badges and prohibit even the 
wearing of trade union badges. A Superin- 
tendent of the Guards was under the control 
of the Minister for Justice, but it was 

ossible, for the purposes of this bill, that 
he would not be under the control of the 
Minister for Justice, but under the control of 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
who, in his speech; had shown that he 
wanted to be the dictator—the little 
Napoleon. (Laughter.) An amendment had 
been tabled that Orders and proclamations 
should be laid on the table of the House for 
a certain period before action could be taken 
under them, but they were not even allowed 
to discuss that. If that amendment had been 
discussed and accepted it would prevent such 
scandalous conduct as a man being arrested 
and jailed before he had time to know that 
an offence had been constituted that might 
lead to his arrest and his jailing. i 

Under Section 8 of the bill, any assembly 
of persons who were, or some of whom were, 
committing an offence under any section of 
the Act, could he forcibly dispersed by 
members of the Civic Guard or the defence 
forces of the State. The sub-section to that 
section read: ‘‘ Save where the giving of ny 
warning is not reasonably practicable it shall 
not be lawful to disperse an assembly of 
persons by force without giving to such 
assembly in -such manner and so far as may 
rendenable be possible in the circumstances 
of the case, warning of the intention to 
effect such dispersal.’’ The result of that 
section was that Deputy Davin and the 
Labour Party might find trade union meetings 
dispersed by a private in the Army, or a 
Guard, just because such members of the 
forces considered the meeting was committing 
an offence, and that the circumstances did 
not permit him to give warning. 


QUESTION OF APPEAL. 

Another section, ptohibited the operation 
of a section of the Courts of Justice Act. A 
person might be brought before a District 
Justice, but there was no limit of time 
within which he should be brought before the 
Court. There was a special prohibition that 
there should be no appeal Sci a District 
Justice, and the Minister for Justice had con- 
tended that appeals were a waste of time. It 
would, in fact, be better to have no trial at 
all. An amendment had been put down to 
ensure, whatever the offence, that at any rate 
one obvious piece of attempted trickery 
would be stopped, but that amendment had 
not been pinched. and on the mere signature 
of a Minister, that he believed so-and-so, and 
his belief could not be questioned, the person 
could be brought before the Military 
Tribunal; bringing in the District Justice 
and the Courts of Justice into the bill was 
a bit of humbug. 

They might have, he added, Deputy Norton 
charged with an offence for his attack on the 
Minister for Unemployment in connection 
with wage-slashing. He did not know 
whether Deputy Norton himself had been 
slashed into submission. It might be made 
an offence for Deputy Norton to criticise the 
Parliamentary Secretary for cutting wages to 
22s. a week, 

The bill, he added, was a great weapon 
for a reaction against such a democrat as 
Deputy Norton. 

Mr. DAVIN—The deputy is talking hum- 


bug. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—If humbug were a 
crime the deputy would be hanged long ago. 

Proceeding, Mr. McGilligan asked the 
Labour deputies were they going to entrust 
democratic rights to an ordinary member ot 
the Garda or a private in the Army, or to a 
Ministes like the Minister for Industry ana 
Commerce. who had expressed himself as the 
Minister did that day—that Minister wanting 
to suppress speeches of political opponents 
simply because they were criticisms of what 
he.and his people were doing. 


CASE OF TRADE UNIONISTS. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.L, Tipperary) asked 
Deputies Norton and Davin what happened 
to make the Labour Party accept for the first 
time in the Dhil an assurance from any Govern- 
ment as to the intentions of that Govern- 
ment. Rightly, the Labour Party had always 
insisted in the past that it was what was in 
the bill that mattered, and not what the 
(;overnment intended to do, If the Labour 
deputies were satisfied that the bill could not 
be used against trade unionists, he certainly 
was not. Sections of the bill would be used 
against seventy per cent of the workmen and 
women in his constituency who were members 
of trade unions, but who might be victimised 
under the bill because they exercised their 
rights to go into a political party and associate 
themselves. with political activity. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
the Labour Party voted for the bill because 
the alternative to it was a party with a pro- 
gramme that would take away from the 
workers the right to strike. 


NEWSPAPER PUBLICATIONS. 
Mr. RODDY (U.I., Sligo-Leitrim) drew 


attention to Section 7, and pointed to the 


difficulties in which it placed newspaper pro- 


prietorse This section set out that it should 
not be lawful to pubiish any statement in 
writing, or any painting, drawing, photo- 
graph, or other picture or pictorial repre- 
sentation which directly or indirectly incites 
to, encourages, or condones the commission 
of offences, or any partécular offence under 
the Act. It should not be lawful to publish 
in any book, pamphlet. newspaper or periodi- 
cal, or other publication. any painting, 
drawing, photograph or other picture, or 
pictorial representation of or including a 
pcrson wearing a uniform or badge the wear- 
ng of which was prohibited. The fines for 
cffences under the section on summary con- 
viction were not exceeding one hundred 
pounds. 

He reminded the Ministry that the sub- 
section setting out that it should be a good 
defence to such charge for such person to 
ee that the said statement waa privileged 
'y virtue of Section three or Section four 

a 

of the Law of Libel Amendment Act, 1888, 
might not cover many cases that could come 
within the general provisions of the section 
Em the publication of certain state- 
ments and pictures. 

The section absolutely destroyed any free- 
dom which newspapers enjoyed iu this 
country at the moment. i 

Mr. DOCKRELL (U.I., Co. Dublin) said 
that under Section four of the Act orders 
under the Act would come into force forth- 
with, and he suggested that nothing would 
bring the law into such disrespect as leaving 
si in the position that they did not 
now when they were breaking the law. 


A LAW UNTO ITSELF. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (U.L., Mayo) 
said this was not a bill which purported to 
deal with anything morally wrong. It was 
making something a crime which was not 
merely justifiable, but a highly proper thing. 
Persons who wore a badge could be arrested 
and held without bail. Even the most ‘serious 
crimes in the country were bailable crimes 
but the terrible offence of having had at some 
time in one's possession a little badge was so 
shocking and so terrible that a Peace Com- 
missioner would not be allowed to take bail 
from any individual so charged, and he would 
have to be retained in custody until a District 
Justice was got. The right of appeal also 
from the District Court was taken away, . be- 
cause the Government did not like the Courts. 
They administered the law, and the Govern. 
ment did not like the law administered 
correctly. The Courts stood between the 
liberty of the subject and the tyranny of the 
Executive Council, and for that reason the 
Courts were to be swept away, as faz as the 
Government Front Bench could do that. The 
Executive was to be a law unto itself. 

If the Courts interfered, they were shoch- 
ing and hateful things. The reason that the 
Judges were irremovable was that they would 
stand between the people and the tyranny of 
the Executive. Under this bill their juris- 
diction was being taken away, Why, he asked, 
should there be a right of appeal in one class 
of case and none in another? Why should a 
bos who wore a blue shirt or a political 
adge be treated differently from anyone else? 


The right of appeal was no longer to be a | 


shield for the individual who was politically 


opposed to the Government. There was a 
drasti¢ method of procedure in the bill which 
was not tó be found in connection with crimes 
of the greatest moral turpitude. The Govern- 
ment might pass that bill, but they were 
certainly putting a stain: upon themselves, 
which did not matter, but they were also 
putting a stain upon the House. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S REPLY. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that he 
could quite understand there being an argu- 
ment in favour of bail, but he wished to draw 
attention to the fact tha Deputy FitzGerald- 
Kenney had been making an attack upon 
District Justices. The charges to be brought 
before District Justices under the bill would 
be of the simplest possible character, ques- 
tions of fact. He could not understand why 
the deputy worked himself up into such a 
fury because there would not be a further 
trial upon questions of fact. One might have 
paid more attention to his argument if he had 
not prefaced it by the statement, that those 
offences would not be moral offences once the 
bill was passed. Did Deputy FitzGerald. 
Kenney suggest that when it became law 
that his “is. aill should break it?. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY—I will not 
discuss a hypothetical question. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL went on to 
refer to a question which had been raised 
regarding the time that would elapse after 
the making of proclamations under the bill. 
Reference had a made to the fact that 
Commandant Cronin had been charged the 
day alter the Order was made. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—After the Irish Press 
representative had gone to jail. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—Commandant 
Cronin never pleaded that he was misled by 
the Jrish Press, and he dit not say it was 
unfair. Commandant Cronin did not say 
that he ever saw the Jrish Press. He said 
that it was a piece of political propaganda. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Ask the poor reporter, 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL, continuing, 
said that no advantage would be taken of 
any people who said they were not aware of 
any Order having been made, or that they 
would not have disobeyed it. 

Mr. FitzGERAL-KENNEY—After 
have done a fortnight in jail. ee 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL, continuing, 
said that it was not the intention to bring 
trade unions under the bill. Protection was 
guaranteed to them, while offences in regard 
to newspapers would be tried by the Courts. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Is there anything to 

revent their being brought before the 
Military Tribunal? 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—No. That 1s 
a matter which can be done on my certificate. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Which will arise on 
the first occasion. | 

Mr. J. I. MeGUIRE (U.1., Dublin 8.) asked 
what point the Attorney-General was making 
when he said that under this bill it was only 
questions of fact that would arise in the 
District Court. Was it not a fact that in 
95 per cent. of the appeals from the District 
Courts to the Circuit Courts were concerned 
with questions of fact? 

No reply was returned. 


MOTION CARRIED. 

Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
Deputy McGilligan would leave people their 
bad es and take away from them the right 
of the trades unions to strike. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Sure; you are ‘afraid 
to strike now; you could not strike a spark. 

Mr. NORTON said that the clear purpose 
of Deputy McGilligan’s speech was to get 
the Labour Party to pull the Cumann na 
nGaedheal chestnuts out of the fire, but his 
oratorical acrobatics would be of no avail. 

The motion ‘‘that the bill be now received 
for final consideration ’”’ 
votes to 59. 


MR. MACDERMOT’S BELIEF. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) com- 
plained that there had been no te mo by 
the Government, to the appeals to deal with 
this bill in a reasonable and conciliatory 
manner. The Government suggestion that 
there was danger lurking in the background, 
in the Blue Shirts, was all humbug. ‘Lhe 
rank and file of the League of Youth through- 
out the country had been correctly described 
by General O’Duffy as the cream of the young 
men in this country; they were a thoroughly 
decent crowd. 

‘If there was a group of gangsters in the 
background, such as the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce suggests,’’ céntinued Mr. 
MacDermot, “they could not possibly sit still 
and see the young men being encouraged and 
educated as they are. I do not hesitate to 
say that if there was a group of designing 
men, scoundrels, who were hoping some day 
to use the organisation for the overthrow olf 
the institutions of the State—they would find 
that if they attempted to use the League ol 
Youth for that purpose the instrument would 
break in their hands. (Opposition cheers.) 

“This bill, however, is designed to divert 
the members from the more peaceable to the 
more bellicose of their leaders. If that is 
the design of the Government, however, 1 
believe it will fail. I do not believe this bill 
will pass into law; for by the time it would 
take to reach the Statute Book the Govern- 
ment will be out of office. If this bill does 
nass into law, or any other bill that does not 
impose upon our people the duty of doing 
something that is definitely against the laws 
of morality, then that law will be obeyed, 
however tyrannical, unjust or unreasonable.’ 

Had the Government, he asked, reached 
any clear and positive attitude with regard 
to the I.RA. Until the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, who had spoken on 
the subject the previous day, made the pro- 
nouncement, bais on the Government 
benches had said that the 1.R.A. was an 
organisation that should not exist. The Pres!- 
dent had said they should not possess arms, 
or use them, and he was glad that the state- 
ment of the Minister for ín ort and Com- 
merce was on the records of the House. 
They had, at the same time, however, a 
back-bencher saying that the I.R.A. repre- 
sented the Irish people. Nobody in the 
Government front benches rose to repudiate 
that statement, made in the presence of the 
President of the Executive Council. He 
(Mr. MacDermot) did ‘not believe that the 
Í R.A. were a numerous body, or that, stand- 
ing alone, they were of very great importance. 
They were so only through their alliance with 
the rank and file of Fianna Fail, and that 
alliance was a reality. 

Concluding, Mr. MacDermot said that 
there was one great difference between their 
youth and the young men of the I.R.A. and 
Fianna Fail, and that was that they could 


control their youth.

MINISTER’S 
SPEECH, 


THE CASE FOR THE BILL. 


Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that they had heard a lot of criticism 
when they were in opposition about the power 
outside the House, and they had heard it 
again that night from Deputy MacDermot. 
They were told that this bil! was not going 
to become law; that the Government would 
be out of office before it could become law. 
What was Deputy MacDermot hinting at? 
Was he hinting at what General O'Duffy 
stated when the bill was introduced, when 
he more or less ordered the Senate to hold 
it up. The Opposition talked ghibly 
about democratic rights, but was that 
House not democratically elected, and 
was it. not the more democratic of 
the two assemblies of the Oireachtas. 
In spite of all this glib talk about democracy, 
they were told that the bill was going to be 
held up. There was a certain reservation in 
Deputy MacDermot’s statement about the 
bill, even if it did become law, not being 
moral, and there being question of obeying. 

Mr, MacDERMOT—No, no. If I gave that 
impression Í wish to contradict it now. If 
this bill became law I said it would be 
obeyed. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—I may have confused 
in some way what the deputy said with what 
Deputy Fitagerald said, but I do want te 
get clear from the Opposition that, if and 
when this bill becomes law, it is going to be 
loyally obeyed by them, and that no lay 
theologians in the Opposition are going to 
try in some way to evade this law. 

The MINISTER went on to say that they 
had been. taunted by Deputy MacDermot 
with not having made any case for the bill. 
He did not know what the deputy meant, 
but his difficulty could be appreciated when 
he made quotations from reports on the 
second reading—that, when he was asked 
where certain things happened, there were 
obvious difficulties in the way. He had 
offered to show these reports to Deputy 
MacDermot, and they were stil] available. 
He had pointed to the fact that the reports 
inditated that disorders arose from Blue 
Shirts attending those méetings. Deputy Dr. 
O'Higgins said that the only case the Govern- 
ment made was that the Blue Shirts were 
likely to be armed, He (the Minister) had 
said that that was one of the grounds—that 
they had the appearance of a militaristic 
hody, and, no matter how the . Opposition 
might ask them to shut their eves to what 
happened in other countries. the Govern- 
ment could not help seeing what had 
deyeloped abroad, 


MILITARY TITLES. 


Dr, O'HIGGINS—Does the Minister re- 
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collect that when he was defending the ban 
on the Young Ireland Association here the 
evidence he produced of militarism was what 
he called chevrons on the uniforms. I think 
all sides admitted that there might be a 
danger in chevrons, and these emblems have 
since been removed. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—That is true. That 
is one of the particular matters [ referred 
to at the time. also referred to the uni- 
forms themselves and to military titles. 

Dr. O’HIGGINS—What are the military 
titles at the moment? 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—Are they gone? 

Dr. O’HIGGINS—I believe the Constitu- 
tion was lodged in a Court. and the Attorney- 
General has a copy. All the titles from top 
to bottom are in that Constitution. I would 
like the attention of the House called to any 
military title in that Constitution. I” 
you point to any particular title you object 
to we will see how far we can meet you. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—There is a little more 
than titles. There is the uniform itself. If 
you take off the chevrons and abandon the 
titles then we are getting very much nearer 
to agreement. 

Dr. O’HIGGINS—The only way to meet 
the Minister is to go out in no shirts. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—That is a rather bare 
argument. (Laughter.) Perhaps Dr. O’ Higgins 
will tell us now whether the secret system 
that was built up as part of this organisa- 
tion has also been abandoned. 

Dr. O'HIGGINS-—I will tell the Manister 
anything he wants to know about it. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—We had evidence be- 
fore us that there was such a system in the 
organisation. 

Dr. O'HIGGINS—What organisation? 
Mr. RUTTLEDGE—The Yous lreland 
Association. 

Dr. O'HIGGINS—That has ceased to be. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—The League of Youth, 

Dr. O' HIGGINS—No.

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—We have listened to a 
lot of talk about everything being open am

The Spanish Prospect. 

Sefior Lerroux, the Spanish Premier, 
jeserves high credit for his handling of a 
dangerous situation. All things, assuredly, 
are not well with Spain; industry and 
communications are held up by almost 
innumerable strikes; disorder and crime 
are rampant in every district of the 


readiness for any emergency. Nevertheless, 
it seems that the back of the revolu- 
tionary movement has been broken. The 


Government met last week’s threat of a 


general strike by the instant mobilisa- 
tion of all its resources—and the strike 
collapsed. The Premier’s earlier procla- 
mation of the National Confederation of 
Labour—the militant syndicalist union 
which has been Spain's chief source of 


disorder for some years—had deprived the 


revolutionaries of much of their strength ; 
and his forceful measures at the beginning 
of this week smashed the cohesion of the 
labour bodies. After several days of 
tension the Republic is breathing freely 
again. When Sefior Salazar Alonso, Sefior 
Lerroux’s Minister of the _ Interior, 
announced in the Cortes on Tuesday night 
that the immediate danger was over, and 
that the Government was in control, he 
was cheered loudly; and the Premier 
enjoyed one of his rare moments of real 
popularity. 

The Government, infirm and unhonoured 
in times of tranquillity, has proved that 
it can cope gallantly with a crisis. 
It is one thing, however, to suppress 
an open attack on the public 
peace; it is another, and a far more 
difficult, thing to keep a simmering revolu- 
tionary movement under control, Labour 
is a stronger force in Spain to-day than it 
was two years ago, or even one year ago. 
Until last autumn a Republican Govern- 


moderate Socialists against the revolu- 
tionary Syndicalists; but the November 
elections, which strengthened Conservative 
representation in the Cortes, have thrust 
the Socialists into an alliance with the ex- 
tremists. The Socialist deputies are no 
longer sufficient to keep Sefior Lerroux in 
power, and he is forced to rely on the Con- 
servatives, who do not sell their support 
cheaply. Seftor Lerroux has been compelled 
to grant concession after concessicn to the 
Right ; and the alarmed Socialists realise 
that Spain’s course no longer is directed 
along the true path of proletarianism. 
Having lost faith in Parliament, they have 


adopted the watchword of “ direct action,” 


and, in union with the Syndicalists—who 
are Communist in everything but 
allegiance to Moscow—they constitute a 
formidable challenge’ to democracy in the 
Republic. | 

To all intents.and purposes, there are 
only two really strong groups in Spain to- 
day which possess a policy. 
Labour group, bent on the achievement of 
the Marxian ideals ; the other is constituted 
of the resurgent parties of the Right. 
The conservative instinct in the Spanish 
people is very strong, and has been 
stimulated by the excesses of earlier 
Republican Governments. It is evident 
already that the fight for power in the 
near future will lie between militant 
Labour and the strong Conservative 
organisation led by Sefior Gil Robles, 
which is by far the most numerous party 
in the Cortes. The outlook, however, is 
complicated by the increasing popularity 
of Fascism, represented by Sefior Primo 
de Rivera, son of the late dictator, and 
nearly 200,000 adherents. . In fact, the 
vital question appears to be whether par- 
liamentary government in Spain will 
survive or will give place to a new 
dictatorship, after either a Fascist or a 
Communist model. Certainly, the dis- 
orders of the past three years suggest that 
Spain is not ripe for democratic institu- 
tions; and it is not unreasonable to 
suppose that the people, weary of 
disorder and bloodshed, would welcome a 
return of such peace as they enjoyed under 
the last dictatorship. 
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Escape from Submarines. 

Submarine accidents always have aroused 
horror; for the hope to salvage a sunken 
vessel in time is so small as to be almost 
negligible. Indeed, the British Admiralty, 
realising this stern fact, has concentrated 
its attention on the use of the Davis 
escape apparatus. This method proved its 
worth when the submarine Poseidon sank 
off Wei-Hai-Wei in 1931; and the First 
Lord of the Admiralty announced in. the 
House of Commons, on Monday, that 
henceforward the Davis apparatus would 
be used exclusively in the British Navy. 
In accordance with this plan, no further 
attempts will be made to rescue crews of

Soon 
the submarine crews will have reached 
the stage when they will regard such 
escapes as matters of routine rather than 
as desperate hazards—just as the trained 
airman has come to trust himself to his 
parachute with scarcely a qualm. The 
use of submarines in warfare is a resource 
which many civilised nations are ready to 
abolish. If this hope cannot be fulfilled, 
it is at least something that a means has 
been found to lessen the dangers of the 
men who serve in them, 


A Task for Geneva. 


During recent years the world—or the 
British part of it—has become a happier 
place for birds. The Free State now safe- 
guards rare species and protects her 
singing-birds against various forms of 
cruelty. Last year the Imperial Parlia- 
ment passed the Protection of Birds Act, 
which, forbidding the imprisonment of 
little songsters, is a real Magna Charta 
of avian liberty. Yet one horror remains, 
and, so long as it remains, it will be a 
reproach to the boasted progress of this 
humanitarian age. Since oil began to 
challenge coal, as fuel for ships, the waste 
products of such oil-fuel, discharged into 
the sea, have become a deadly trap -for 
sea-birds. The stuff, floating in sluggish 
masses, accumulates round our coasts; and 
any bird, once involved therein, is doomed. 
Its wings are clogged, so that it cannot 
fly; and it dies, quickly or slowly, of 
suffocation or starvation. Tens of thousands 
of all sorts of sea-birds have perished 
miserably in this fashion, and the toll 
increases with the increasing use of oil 
as ship-fuel. The problem is not insoluble, 
Parliaments can mitigate the danger by 
Jaws which would prohibit the discharge 
of waste oil within a certain distance of 
coast-lines. Mechanical separators have 
been invented which deprive the super- 
fluous product of its fatal quality; and 
some of the great shipping companies are 
eager to introduce them. For a real 
reform, however, international co-opera- 
tion is. needed—the British Government 
cannot control the action of foreign ships— 
and such co-operation still is lacking. This 
matter was discussed earnestly, on. Tues- 
day, at the annyal meeting of the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds. The 
wisest and most promising suggestion came 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
exhorted the British Government to strive 
for international agreement at Geneva. 
‘*Tt was through the League of Nations,”’ 
he ‘said, ‘‘that the great evil could most 
properly be approached, attacked and 
remedied.”’ Though it has! failed in its 
main purpose, the League has been able 
to marshal the world’s conscience effectively 
in social and humanitarian causes. Here 
a good and urgent cause is ready to its 
hand. : 


Pianos and Politics. 


Art, so constantly a form of rebellion, 
does not flourish beneath Government 
discipline. In the opinion of Mr. W. A. 
Sinclair, which he expressed in his lecture 
to the Dublin Painters’ Group, art at 
present is under a cloud in Germany, It 
was entering that cloud before the advent 
of National Socialism ; but now the Govern- 
ment is definitely unsympathetic with the 
artist, and Germany has lost pride in his 
achievement. Confirmation of Mr. Sinclair’s 
view appears in the report that Germany’s 
famous piano industry has fallen upon evil 
days and is in danger of collapse. Within 
the past three years 50,000 pianos have been 
built in England, but during that period 
only 4,000 have been built in Germany, 
once the chief source of “the world’s 
instruments. In fact, Germany is produc- 
ing to-day only four per cent. of the number 
of pianos that she produced before the 
War. The decline has several explana- 
tions. Unquestionably, much of it is due 
to the increasing popularity of wireless 


‘programmes and the gramaphone, which is 


diminishing the receipts of the music- 
teachers. An ability to ‘‘ vamp’”’ drawing- 
-room ballads is no longer an essential part 
of every girl’s education. The German 


piano-makers also are suffering from the 


tariff walls reared against their products, 
and from the Reich’s new and intensive 
cult of outdoor sports. 
hindrances to the progress of the arts are 
intensified in a state of society im which 
artists must conform to the views of a 


despotic Government. ia 


THE GREAT SOUTHERN 
' RAILWAYS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The losses sustained by the Great 
Southern Railways are due in the main to 
road transit competition and the land 
annuities dispute, which resulted in the cattle 
trade embargo. ‘To some extent the new 
legislation has helped the company, but 
private lorry-owners and carriers are practi- 
cally free to carry on their competitive trade, 
and here the company suffers a huge loss 
which any amount of passenger increase will 
not counteract. 

“For private use I recently made a census 
of this class of traffic on tha main trunk road 
running through Meath to Dublin. In one 
day alone, at an important town, 60 lorries 
passed through en route for Dublin; and, 
nearer tha city, the number ef lorries in- 
creased by 17—in all a total of 77. ‘hese 
were counted at two vantage points, and 
mentally inspected as they passed by on the 
road to the city. A few were empty, but the 
majority carried goods of various kinds, some 
even sheep and swine. They travelled from 
County Cavan — Bailieborough, Shercock, 
Kinyscourt, Virginia, Ballyjamesduff, Old- 
castle, Kells and intervening Meath villages. 
All these passed through Navan town. 
Towards Dunboyne the stream of lorries from 
another: direction in Meath added a further 
list of carrying lorries. 

Every one of these vehicles returned from 
the city laden with various descriptions of 
goods—bags of flour, casks of porter, boxes 
of bacon. butter, shop supplies of all sorts, 
and coal. Nobody can complain of a trader, 
owning his own motor lorry, carrying goods 
from the city, but the case is different where 
private lorry-owners utilise their vehicles for 
the conveyance of goods for numbers of cus- 
tomers, many of them residing at a distance 
of over seventy miles from the city, All this 
traffic should legitumately be borne by the 
railway. . 

Legislation may yet be introduced which 
will produce better results, and to this end 
every stockholder should apply his energies, 
by personal canvass of traders and contact 
with rail-workers. The railway is a large em- 
ployer of Jabour, and the votes of workers 
on the system, operating all through the 
twenty-six counties, are no insignificant item 
in ‘the event of an election. As to the polli- 
tical issue, I am not a politician, but 1 know 
that, with a return to normal cattle-trading 
times, the railway.receipts would swell enor- 
mously. Railway-workers should not lose 
sight of this fact. Beet and boot factories, 
ete., are important developments, but a con- 
signment of cattle across the Channel from 
our ports, with a free market and no tariffs, 
brings into the country much-needed capital, 
and pays the farmer better than a crop of 
wheat or oats,—Yours, etc.,

‘*[ do not complain so of this, If I have 
in some small measure been able to relieve 
the congestion of living or breathing, 1 am 
satisfied. Im addition to house, shelter and 
home, my friends who rent the houses have 
all the comventences and benefits of fresh 
flower 
garden, and spacious grounds, sunshine and 
shower, and all God's gifts—denied, | am 
sorry to say, to those doomed to live huddled 
lives in city slums. . | 


COMPLETE BREAKDOWN 
AHEAD. 


"To what purpose, someone may begin to 
ask, do I relate all this? Well, quite bluntly 
I may state why. The rating authorities 
of my district have raised the valuation of 
my premises by £29 10s. a year. The rate 
is 17s. Od. in the pound, and my income 
from the lettings is fretted again. 

“ Still [I make no complaint; nor do I write 
this by way of complaint. What I wish to 
do is to point out that, if this piling up of

It is costing 
millions of money and an incalculable waste 
In nerve a: ' brain both for children. and 
teachers. Í charge that the Government 
knows it is hopeless, and that the Minister 
for Education, in his recent attack upon the 
teachers, was really confusipg and trying at 
the same time to disguise this truth. - 

“There are other extravagances and follies 
driving wealth out of the country. And the 
basis of all good government is 
which is plainly that those who pay the bulk 
of the rates and taxes should be those who 
make them. All other moves are hypocrisy, 
and must lead to chaos while this is lacking.

DISARMAMENT 
AGAIN. 


n a leading article to-day The Times 
sheers ae recurrent debates in both 
Houses of Parliament on the subject 
generically known as disarmament do at 
least show the wide and earnest desire of 
this country “to see the achievement of 
some measure of arms limitation, even 
though most people now admit that drastic 
reductions: are not to be expected, and 
that the first Convention must almost 
certainly be partial and, perhaps, regional 
in character. That desire is as sincerely 
held in this nation as anywhere else, 
because, as the Lord Privy Seal said again 
yesterday, its stake in peace is probably 
greater than that of any other nation in the 
world. The prosperity of a trading nation 
is peculiarly dependent upon secure and 
stable conditions, but if that consideration 


applies quite specially to an island whose 


means of subsistence come from every part 
of the globe, it is also relevant to the 
countries which abut upon one another 
in Europe, and whose commerce Is 


hindered by a multitude of artificial 


barriers. 

The recent militarist discourse of 
General Goring was naturally criticised by 
Mr. Eden—and later also by Mr. 
Bernays—for it was just one of those 
senseless provocations which destroy 
mutual confidence, and the reduction of 
arms would follow almost automatically 
if abiding trust could be established 
between nations and nations. 

Last night, adds The Times, Sir John 
Simon faced Mr. Churchill and other 
critics of disarmament with the lain 
alternative to the present policy of the 
Government— lated competition in 
armaments throughout the world. He also 
discussed sympathetically the idea of a 
separate Air Convention, and said that 
there was a clear case for acting quickly 
in any possible way.

JOINT SCHEME WITH 
CANADA REJECTED.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


HE United States Senate rejected to- 
day the St. Lawrence Waterway Treaty 
with Canada by a vote of 46 to 42. 

This is the first major set-back which 
the Roosevelt Administration has received. 

The President had urged the ratification 
of the treaty twice, as a step towards 
opening vast areas in the interior of the 
United States to ocean commerce, and as 
a means of providing cheap electricity. 

The opposition, however, consisting of a 
rarge group of Democrats and Republicans, 
yer too strong for the supporters of the 
> resident. 

Before the vote President Roosevelt told 
newspaper men that the waterway would 
be built any way, but he feared that 
failure of the United States to ratify the 
treaty would place the waterway under 
entirely Canadian control. 


LEFT IN THE AIR. 


The rejection of the treaty was not un- 
expected in Canada, says Reuter Corre- 
spondent in Ottawa. It is felt, however, 
that it leaves definitely “in the air’’ this 
long-mooted project for the construction of 
the remaining links in the chain of canals 
which would allow vessels of ocean draught 
to sail direct from the high seas to the 
upper Great Lakes. 

Among other advantages claimed for 
the scheme was one that it would greatly 
assist the grain industry by reducing 
elevator and transport costs. The main 
Opposition in Canada came from the 
Province of Quebec, on the ground that 
if would detrimentally: affect Montreal 
and other ports on the estuary. 

The treaty, which was signed in July. 
1932, by Mr. Stimson, then Secretary of 
State, and Major Erridge, the Canadian 
Minister to the United States, was only 
arrived at after negotiations extending 
over several years.

ITALIAN ARMS FOR 
HUNGARY? 


MYSTERIOUS MOVEMENTS 
IN AUSTRIA.

Considerable mystery prevails contern- 
ing certain alleged heavy Italian deliveries 
of arms to Hungary via Austria within 
the last week. 

Despite an official denial in Vienna of 
considerable vehemence, Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent has detailed information from a 
normally unimpeachable source. 

According to this informant, on March 
8th a goods train consisting of twenty 
wagons coming from Innichen, the frontier 
station between Austria and Italy, passed 
through the stations of Sillian and Lienz, 
East Tyrol. Sixteen of the wagons 
were full of guns; four, which had been 
taken on at Innichen, with armoured 
ears. The railway crew said that their 
destination was the Hungarian frontier. 
On March 9th a train composed of Italian 
trucks laden with guns and armoured cars 
passed through Lienz. 

Hundreds of new hands have been taken 
on at the Austrian munitions plant at 
Hirtenberg, where, it is stated, there is 
** furious activity.” 

The Three-Power Conference in Rome on 
Danubian problems began to come to grips 
yesterday with the issues confronting it. 
In the main, however, the Conference to- 
day marked time while the experts sought 
to reconcile and co-ordinate the proposals 
of the three countries. The first meeting of 
all three statesmen will take place this 
afternoon. Revision of treaties, it is 
stated, will not be discussed.

exacting in the matter of security, and less 
disposed to face the problem of disarma- 
The British Government laid itself 
open to criticism because of the indefinite 
nature of its policy and of lack of clarity 
and purpose. The action of the Govern- 
ment in relation to America’s approach to 
disarmament was unsatisfactory, He urged 
that the Government should leave no stone 
unturned to give effect to the real desire 
of the people, not for increased expendi- 
ture on armaments, but for the actual 
achievement of a measure of disarmament. 


LORD PRIVY SEAL’S 
STATEMENT. 
Mr. Anthony Eden (Lord Privy Seal) 


said that- the extremely modest increase in 


the fighting service estimates had not the 
least effect on the work he was trying to 
do on his recent visits to the European 
capitals, He quite disagreed with the 
argument advanced, that the British and 
United States Governments were not in 
accord. .The United States had given 
valuable support to our Draft Convention, 
and during the most difficult months of 
the Disarmament Conference one of the 
most encouraging features was the close co- 
operation between the representatives of 
Great Britain and the American Govern- 
ment. He had hoped that the Govern- 
ment would be in a position to say how 
far there was agreement with the British 
proposals. That hope had not been fully 
realised, but it would be in a very few 
days. At present it would be clearly un- 
desirable for him to attempt to give any 
account of what was said to him in the 
course of his Europeah visits, but, without 
saying anything official, he could give the 


| House the impressions of an ordinary 


observer. 

It seemed to him that something very 
much more than the future of the Dis- 
armament Conference must be decided 
within the next few weeks. It was well to 
look beneath the surface, and see the 
stark realities, even though one might be 
a little discomfited in the process. The 
Conferences had been delayed, not because 
experts could not agree, but rather because 
the nations of the world had not been 
able to summon sufficient confidence and 
sufficient courage to trust one another to 
the extent necessary if a Convention was 
to be realised and kept. Ever since the 
war there had been two overmastering 
motives in Europe—mistrustful apprehen- 
sion and aggravated impatience. 

It was difficult for a citizen of Paris. 
te appreciate the point of view of a citizen 
of Berlin. But France, with the anxiety 
for security, had no intention whatever 
of attacking anybody. To Germany her 
own security was as much a vital interest 
as security was to France. Was it possible 
to reconcile these sentiments? Was it 
hopeless to try? His answer was ‘‘ No; 
decidedly no.” But until we were in pos- 
session of all the replies to the “British 
memorandum, a complete answer would be 
premature. On the other hand, it was 
definitely wrong to paint the picture 
darker than it actually was. After all, 
our interests in this matter were those 
of Europe. We had, as a nation, very 
much at stake. 


IN CASE OF FAILURE. 


Certain newspapers had declared that 
his mission to Europe had failed. He did 
not envy the consciences of people who put 
out such stuff as that. But if the Con- 
ference did fail every country would, no 
doubt, proceed to review its armaments— 
we, like everybody else, but perhaps more 
immediately and urgently, because we had 
disarmed so much. 

The situation, though anxious, was not, 
in his opinion, desperate. He did not 
accept the judgment of those who spoke 
as though war in Europe was imminent. 
That was not to say that we had not an 
immediate and urgent responsibility to get 
on with the work. 

Every month that passed would make 
our task more difficult. That task was 


to realise a convention, not a spectacular 


one, because it was out of our reach, but 
a convention which contained some 
measure of disarmament, a _ convention 
which dealt with the realities; in short. a 
convention on the basis of our recently 
issued memorandum. 

Secondly, we had to seek to restore to 
the League of Nations that full authority 
which it could only ’enjov from the member- 


ship of all the Great Powers of Western 
Europe. 


MR. CHURCHILI’S 
CRITICISM. 


Mr. Churchill said that he thought it 
unfortunate that Mr. Eden could oniy 
make an interim, exceedingly guarded, 
and obscure statement on the actual facts 
of the European situation. If the Lord 
Privy Seal’s mission to Europe had not 
failed, it had not, at all events, suc. 
ceeded. No one could throw blame on 
him for that. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Eden 
was set an impossible task; for he had 
to commend to France an elaborate 
scheme of disarmament, which meant 
that the French would have to agree 
their army in Europe should be no 
stronger than that of Poland, Germany 
or Italy. It was extremely unlikely that 
France.would agree to anything like that. 
It was plain that the nations at this 
juncture were not prepared to accept a 
great diminution of their individual 
security. | 

Under the most correct phraseology, 
Mr. Eden had put before the House a 
more sombre picture of the deterioration 


that had been going forward in the Euro- | 


pean position than anything the House 
had yet had from the Government front 
bench. 

As a fact, the Disarmament Conference 
had brought us steadily nearer—he would 
not say to war, but to a pronounced state 
of European ill-will, then anything that 


‘could be imagined. This pressing of dis- 


armament upon nations who would not 
disarm was most dangerous, and at the 
end we had not got disarmament. We 
had got the rearmament of Germany. 
That was the most monstrous child that 
had emerged from this immense labour. 
We had reached a point when we ought to 
make an end of this effort to force dis- 
armament upon countries which felt 
themselves in great danger, and to put 
ourselves in a reasonable position of 
security. That would be much better: for 
peace and for our own safety.

IRISH PILGRIMS 
ARRIVE.

LANCASTRIA DOCKS AT 
NAPLES. 
From REUTER $ CornRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Wednesday. 


So violent a gale was blowing when the 
Lancastria, with the Irish pilgrims aboard, 
arrived off the Italian coast to-day that 
the vessel was unable to put in at Civita 
Vecchia, and docked at Naples instead. 

A party of three hundred of the pilgrims 
landed at Naples, and are proceeding fr6m 
there to Rome this evening. 

The other pilgrims, including the five 
hundred Boy Scouts, are staying on board 
the liner, and will make day trips to 
Rome to-morrow and on Saturday. 

As soon as the Lancastria arrived in 
Naples a representative of the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Naples went on board to 
welcome Cardinal MacRory. Cardinal 
Ascolesi himself is not in Naples at 
present. 

Cardinal MacRory and Mr. Cosgrave, 
after the usual .íormalities, then landed 
with one party of the pilgrims and drove 
out to Pompeii, before taking train for 
Rome. 

By special dispensation of the Pope, the 
pilgrims will only need to make one Visit 
to each of the four pilgrimage churches, 
instead of three. If the Lancastria had 
put it at Urvirva-Vecchia the whole party 
would have stayed on board and made day 
excursions to Rome. 

The pilgrims reported that they had had 
splendjd weather until yesterday, and had 
enjoyed their trip very much.

TAKING OF SEATS TO BE MADE 


COMPULSORY, 


DECLARATION REQUIRED WITH 
NOMINATION PAPER. 


Tr  Mhmster . of . Home Affairs, Sir Dawson Bates, in the 

Northern Parliament yesterday, moved the second reading of 
the Representation of the People Bill, the main provisions.of which 
will demand from candidates for election to the Northern Par- 
liament a declaration, with their nomination paper, that they will 
take their seats in Parliament if elected, after complying with the 
law and the Standing Orders of the House. 


Another clause extends the residence qualification for voters in 
Northern Ireland from three to seven years. 


At the last general election, in November, Republican candi- 
dates were nominated, who had publicly declared that, if elected, 
they would not sit in the Northern Parliament. 


Mr. P. McLogan was elected as a Republican for South 
Armagh, and neither he nor Mr. de Valera, who was elected as a 
Fianna Fail candidate for South Down, has taken his seat.

CONDITIONS IN FREE STATE 
CRITICISED.

Every member was familiar with the 
incidents which took place at the last 
Parliamentary election, said Sir Dawson 
Bates in moving the second reading of the 
bill, and particularly to the cases of 
certain candidates who, while standing for 
election, publicly announced that it was 
their intention not to take their seats if 
elected. 

“1 do not: know,” he said, 
acts of what I may term bravado appeal 
to hon. members opposite, but, speaking 
for the Government, I can only say, with 
emphasis, and I confidently believe, so far 
as the loyal members who sit on this side 
of the House are concerned, that such 
conduct on the part of these candidates 
can only be described as a deliberate 
insult to this House and to this Parlia- 
ment—an insult which cannot be tolerated 
and cannot be allowed to be repeated, 


FOLLY. 


“There is another aspect of the ques- 
tion which must also be taken into con- 
sideration. By such acts of what I may 
also: term folly, these candidates have 
deprived the people of the constituencies

concerned of their civic rights, and of the | 


normal right which belongs to every man 
of being duly and properly represented in 
Parliament. I cannot use more appro- 
priate words in justifying my action in 
introducing this measure than those used by 
the late hon. member for Central Belfast 
(Mr. J. Devlin): ‘ We can hear a good 
deal about the value of the vote and the 
privilege which the vote affords. No man 
has a right to ask a right or demand a 
privilege from the State unless he is pre- 
pared to exercise that right and privilege.’ 

““ Accordingly, Clause 2 of the bill has 
been designed with the object of prevent- 
ing the repetition of the state of affairs 
to which I have just referred, and in 
future, when any person allows himself 
to be nominated as a candidate for elec- 
tion to this House, his nomination will be 
invalidated unless at the time he submits 
his nomination to the returning officer he 
hands to the returning officer at the same 
time a declaration in writing, subscribed 
by himself in the presence of a witness, 
that he intends, if elected, to take his 
seat in this House.”’ 


RESIDENCE, 


Dealing with the extension of the resi- 
dence qualification to seven years, the 
Minister said :—‘‘ This subject was debated 
at considerable length in October, 1928, at 
the time of the introduction of the Repre- 
sentation of Peoples Bill of that year. 
At that time the Government had been 
viewing with some concern the growing 
tendency on the part of persons coming 
into Northern Ireland for short periods 
of stay, and thereby qualifying for regis- 
tration. Since the passing of that Act the 
Government has been carefully following 
the trend of events, and while it is im 
possible, without the institution of the 
lengthy and expensive course of inquiries, 
to arrive at any accurate conception re- 
garding the extent of the influx of persons 
into Northern Ireland, we, at any rate, 
have sufficient information to justify us 
in bringing forward the proposition before 
this House that the period of qualification 
for registration should be seven years. 

‘The basis of any Constitution is sound 
and equitable parliamentary representa- 
tion, and that principle depends on the 
electorate embracing only those who have 
a definite stake in the country, and a 
definite and permanent interest in the good 
government of the coutry. It cannot be 
said that this principle would continue 
to exist in Northern Ireland if we con- 
tinued to allow young men and young 
women who came into Northern Ireland 
for the purposes of seasonal employment, 
or even of temporary employment—such 
as domestic servants—to acquire for them- 
selves the right to influence the conduct of 
cur parliamentary and local government 
affairs. 


NO STAKE. 

“These young people have no stake in 
the conutry, and they have no interest 
in our country other than, unfortunately— 
in many cases, perhaps—a hostile interest, 
and even a period of three years’ or five 
years’ residence and employment of the kind 
which they can manage to secure, is not, 
in the considered opinion of the Govern- 
ment, of a character to justify us in allow- 
ing them to influence the destinies of the 
Ulster people and our parliamentary or 
local government institutions. In this 
connection I do not attempt to quote any 
comparisons with other countries or the 
principles of their respective Governments 
and Parliaments which they lay down for 
themselves. The affairs of Northern 
Ireland, in the opinion of the Government 
—an opinion which I hope will be endorsed 
by this House—must be designed and con- 
ducted according to our own conditions and 
our own ideals, and we are satisfied that 
the period which is specified in the bill is 
necessary in the interest of the stability of 
the State. 

“While we welcome all persons who 
come into Northern Ireland, prepared to 
obey our laws and assist in building up 
our province, we are determined to put 
every obstacle in the way of those whose 
sole object in coming here is the disrup- 
tion of our Constitution.”’ 

Other clauses in the bill enable friends 
of blind persons to accompany them into 
the polling booths to assist them to vote, 
and also a clause dealing with company 
franchise. 


THE FREE STATE. 


Mr. C, Healy (Nationalist) moved the 
rejection of the bill. . ““ The introduction 
of the bill,” said Mr. Healy, “is merely 
a continuation of the policy of pin-pricks 
against the people of the Free State, which 
began with the denial of reciprocity in un- 
employment insurance and the abolition of 
the fees for teaching Irish,” 

This bill, he added, would make the 
Government’s friends in Donegal, Cavan

1 of the twenty-six counties, aliens, despite 


the fact that under the Covenant the 
members of the Government promised to 
stand by them through thick and thin. 
It would be hard to find a parallel for 
that betrayal of their friends. 

Referring to the alleged immigration 
from the Free State, Mr. Healy asked 
what possible inducement was there to 
anyone to enter Northern Ireland from 
the Free State? Here they had not 
enouzh work for their own people. 
‘The time may come,” he added, 
when you will find no Nationalists at 
alj in this House. That will not be due 
to anything occurring outside, or in the 
Free State, but entirely to the Govern- 
ments pzirtisan Jegislation. If it were 
possible for the Nationalists, by leaving 
Stormont, to bring partition to. an end, 
or bring the day of its ending nearer, 
they would most certainly leave and yo 
back to their constituents and tell them 
so,

“MORAL PLAGUE,” 

O'Neill (Nationalist, Mourne) 
if the Government would consider 
the claim of the people in the two con- 
stituencies mentioned to vote themselves 
out of the jurisdiction of the Northern 
Government. 

Sir Robert Lynn (U., Antrim) said 
that the Free State was at present suffer- 
ing from moral plague, and he thought 
the Government was right in taking what- 
ever measures they thought proper to 
prevent this plague from spreading to 
Northern Ireland. A few weeks ago he 
read the Pastorals issued by the Catholic 
bishops in Southern Ireland... Could any- 
one have’ read these Pastorals without 
feeling almost ashamed of the fact that he 
was an Irishman? Some people in the 
Free State seemed almost to be out to 
upset civilisation altogether. 

The Speaker intervened and said that 
he considered it unwise for a member to 
make a speech definitely against a friendly 
State. 

Sir Robert Lynn said that one of the 
reasons, he took it, for the introduction 
of the bill was to keep out the disruptive 
and disorderly elements which were caus- 
ing so much trouble to the people of the 
Free State. He doubted whether the 
Free State could be described as a friendly 
State. 

NOT FAR ENOUGH, 

No. politicians, even if backed up by 
cunmen, had a right to disfranchise the 
people in Northern Ireland constituencies, 
He thought that the bill did not go nearly 
far enough. He hoped it would be 
possible under the bill, when amended, 
to declare seats vacant and declare mem- 
bers elected in place of those disqualified. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour, Pottinger) said 
that he regretted to hear a member from 
Antrim make the speech he. had, because 
Antrim was the county of the United 
Irishmen—the greatest rebels ever pro- 
dueed against reactionary government, 

Mr. Rowley Elliott (Unionist, South 
Tyrone) suggested that no person should 
be entitled to a vote in Northern Ireland 
unless he took an oath of allegiance to 
the King. No member of the Irish Free 
State Government, or any person holding 
office ia the Free State, should be eligible 
for nomination either to that Parliament 
or any local autuorities in that area. 


‘SECTARIAN HATE.” 

Mr. J. J. McCarroll (Nationalist) said 
the last speaker wished to adopt the atti- 
tude of Hitler. The bill gave them another 
opportunity to set up a new set of border

who would insist upon an oath of 
allegiance upon every persan crossing the 
border. The whole bill, he added, was 
based upon sectarian hate and a desire 
to hurt the minority. There was only one 
Ireland, and the six counties did not 
belong to the Government, either morally 
or constitutionally. 


CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE, 

Proceeding, Mr. McCarroll said that it 
was the introduction of arms in Northern 
Ireland to defy Parliament that was the 
cause of all the trouble in this country. 

Mr. Gamble (Unionist, North Tyrone) 


said that the bill did not show any favour 


to anyone. 
. Mr. George Leeke (Nationalist) said 
that if they wanted to drive out the 
minority representatives, and have all the 
seats in Northern Ireland for their own 
party, the Government should proceed with 
its bill. 

Mrs. Parker (Unionist) said that she 
failed to see how the bill persecuted any- 
one within their borders. 


A SUGGESTION, 

Mr. H. Midgley (Labour) suggested that 
the Government should scrap it and bring 
in a new one-clause measure to the effect 
‘‘that no person will be allowed to vote 
unless they are members of the Ulster 
Unionist Party.” i

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A NEW SUSPENSION BRIDGE 


OF STEEL:

The Royal Fine Art Commission have been 
consulted on the design of the new Chelsea 
Bridge by the Improvements Committee of 
the L.C.C., and general agreement has been 
reached upon a design for a suspension bridge 
of steel construction, with river piers and 
abutments of granite. 

The L.C.C. decided last November to re- 
construct Chelsea Bridge to take four lines 
of traffic at a cost of 000 on the under- 
standing that a Road Fund grant of 60 i 
cent. of the cost would be forthcoming. The 
Improvements Committee now report that the 
suggested suspension bridge will have a total 
span of approximately it. There will be 
a central span over the navigable water and 
two shore spans, the Jength of the central 
span being approximately 332ft. clear, and 
that of each span about: 163ft, clear. 

The bridge will have a carriage-way 4Oft. 
in ‘width, sufficient for four lines of trafic, 
and two footways each 12ft, wide at the 
central span and about 14ft. wide at the 
shore spans. In the preparation of the de- 
sign the lightness and simplicity of the steel- 
work generally have been considered, and all 
architectural features not required for struc- 
tural reasons have been avoided.
